A. The molt famous Monopoly that we find in 
biftory is thac of Evypr, Gen. xlt 56.97. wherein 
the provident Patriarch Jofeph, out of the Fore- 
fight of a following Dearth, bought up the feven 
Years Grain for Pharaoh, and laid it up in publick 
Store-heuless and in the general Scarcity fold it 
our to the Inhabitants and Strangers, with no 
finall Advantage; which was fo far from unlaw- 
ful, as that he thereby merited the Name of the 
Saviour of Egypt, fo the Vulgar renders Zapnath 
paaneab Salvator mundi, Gen. xli. 4y. and if any 
worthy Parcriot out of a like Providence, fhall be- 
fore- hand gather up the Commodities of his Coun- 
try into a publick Magazine, for the common 
Benefic and Relief of the People, upon the pinch 
of - enfuing Neceffity, he is fo far out of the 
reach of Cenfure, as that he well deferves a Sta- 
tue with the Infcription of publick Benefactor ; 
fo as icis not the meer Act of Monopolizing makes 
the Thing unlawtul, buc the Ground and Inten- 
tion, and the Manner of Carriage. All Mono- 
polies, as they are ufually pradtifed, are either 
{uch as are allow’d by Sovereign Authority, or 
privately con trivd by fecret Plot and Convention 
for a peculiar Gain to fome fpecial Perfons. If 
the firft, ic muft be confider’d upon what Reafon 
that Privilege is granted, and upon what Terms; 
if both thefe be juft, che Grant can be no other. 
For firlt, it may not be deny’d, that fupreme Au- 
thority, “whether of Princes or States, hath Power 
te grant fuch Privileges where they fhall find jute 
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Caufe; and fecondly, that there may be very juft 
Motives of granting them to fome capable and 
worthy Perfons. Thus if a Man has by his nota- 
ble Dexterity of Wie and Art, and much Labour 
and Charge, after many Experiments, attain’d to 
the Skill of making fome rare Engine of excellent 
Ufe for the Service of his Prince and Country, 
as fome fingular Water-Work, or fome beneficial 
Inftrument for the freeing of navigable Rivers 
from their fandy Obftrudctions, it is all the Rea- 
fon in the World that by the juft Bounty of Prin- 
ces he fhould be fo far remunerated, as that he a- 
lone may receive a Patent of enjoying a due Pro- 
fit of his own Invention. But how far it may be 
lawful for a Prince, not only to gratify a well de- 
ferviny Subje& with the Fee of his own Device, 
but with a Profit ariling trom the fole Sale of mar- 
ketable Commodities thro his Kingdom; or whe- 
ther and how far he may in the Want of Money, 
for the neceffary Service of his Sale, he may for 
the publick Ufe, raife, fec, or fell Monopolies of 
that Kind, muft receive an Anfwer from Ca/uifts, 
according co the Abfolutenefs or Limitation of 
thofe Governments, under which they are pradi- 
fed: But with chis, chat where this is done, there 
may be great Care had of a juft Price to be fet 
upon the Commodities fo reftrained, chat they be 
not lefce to the lawlefs Will of a privileged Iogrof- 
fer, nor heightned to an undue Race by Reafon 
of a particular Indulgence. 

This may be enough for Authoritative Mono- 
polices. The common Sort of offenfive Practices

The latter, when fome Brethren in evil 
confpire to prevent the Harveft, ro buy up, or

A. We fear want of true Judgment renders too 
many of che weaker Sex grofly culpable in matter 
of willing Abortion ; whilft being not well prin- 
cipled either in Nature or Grace, they think it 
not unlawful, or atlealt venially fo, whether out 
of the Fear of painiul Child-birth, or for the A- 
voidancs 
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voidance of too great a Charge, to prevent the 
Fullnefs of their Conceptions ; and therefore, ei- 
ther by over vehement Mction, or unwholfome 
Medicine, are not unwilling to foreftal Nature, 
and to free themilelves early of that which might 
in time prove their Burden: Wherein they little 
know how highly they offend the Majefty of 
God, in deftroying his potential Creature, and 
how heavy a Weight of Guilt they lay upon their 
Souls, whilft chey endeavour to give an undue 
Eafe to their Bodies. 

But your Queition tells us of an Extremity, and 
jurely fuch ic had need to be, that may warrant 
the Intention of fuch a Fa&. What then? We 
juftly hold that to give any expelling or deftru- 
ctive Medicine, with a direct Intention to work

9. it is bute an hattening of 
Murder to hinder that which wou'd be born ; Homo 
eft (fays he again in the fame Chapter) qu: /uturas 
est; it is a Man chat would be fo. So if you tell 
us that the Life of the Mother might thus be pre- 
ferved, whereas otherwife both fhe and all the 
Poffibilities of further Conceptions are utterly 
loft; we mu(t anfwer you with chat fure and uni- 
rerfal Rule of the Apoftle, that we mult not do 
evil, that good may come. Rom. ili. 8. ‘There are 
Prefcripts chat may, in, and of themfelves tend 
towards a Cure, and may have ordinarily fuch 
an Effe&; but yet being usd and apply d for the 
Mothers Remedy, may prove the Lofs of the 
Conception, being yet inanimate; thefe, if they 
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be given with no other Intention than the Pre- 
feryation of the Mother’s Life, may (we acknow- 
ledge) be capable of an Excufe; for that the In. 
convenience (or Mifchief rather) which follow’d 
upon the Receipts was accidental, and utterly a- 
gainft the Mind, and hopes of him that advifed 
them. But if the Conception be once formed and 
animated (as this Lady’s muft be, according to the 
Time you fay fhe went) the Queftion is fo much 
more difficult, as the Proceedings of Nature are 
more forward: Whereupon it is, that the Seprua. 
gint in their Tranflation have renderd that AZofzi- 
cai Law (in Exodus, xxi. 22.) concerning Abor- 
tionsinthefe Terms. If a Man ftrike a Woman that 
w with Child, and {he make an Abortion, if the Child 
were formed, he {hall give his Life for the Life of the 
Child; if it were not formed, be {hall be punifhed with @ 
pecuniary Mulci to her Husband: Applying that to 
her Ifiue, which the vulgar Latin underftands of 
the Mothsr; and making the Suppofition to be of 
& Formation and Life, which the Latm more a- 
ereeably co the Original, makes to be Death, and 
our Engifh Bible expreffes by A4i/chef: But whe- 
ther the Mifchief be meant of the Death of the 
Mother, or of the late living Ifue, the Scripture 
hath not declar’d; whereupon we fhall prefume 
to craw our Judgment out to an equal Length, in 
{upp fing the Text means the Death of the Chi.d 
as well as the Mother, thereby making no Diffe- 
rence of the Guile, fince the Infant’s Saul is of no 
lefs Worth than hers that bears him. Again, we 
hold upon fome probable Reafons, that if the Cafe 
be utterly defperate, and it be certain, that both 


Mother and Child muft undoubsedly perifh, if. 


fome {peedy Remedy be not had, it may then be 
lawful to make ufe of fuch Receipts, as may pof- 
fibly give fome Hopes to fave the Mother, tho’ 
not without fome Perilef the Child. Bue — 
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while, the Intentions and the Endeavours mutt be 
no other than Prefervatory, however it pleafes 
God to order the Events: Shortly, no Man thae 
purpofely procures an Abortion as fuch, can wafh 
his Hands from Blood; no Woman that wiifully 
ads or fuffers it (however the Secrecy may ex- 
empt her from the Danger of humane Laws) can 
think to avoid thofe Judgments of the righteous 
God, which he hath charged upon Murderers, 
Therefore, we cannot here forbear to give che 
| World Notice of the impious Indulgence of a Pope 
in this kind; Sixtas V. finding the horrible Effects 
of thac Liberty, which too many both fecular and 
religious Perfons took to themfelves in this Mat- 
ter of Abortion, in a juft Detettation of that dam- 
nable Praftice, thought meetin much Fervour of 
Spirit to fee forth his Bulla cruciata; than which 
there never was a more zealous Piece publifhed 
to the World; wherein that Pope pronounces all 
thofe which have any hand in the acting or pro- 
curing of this wicked Fact, of the ejecting of Con- 
ceptions, whether animate or inanimate, formed 
or informed, by Potions or Médicaments, or any 
other means whatfoever, to have incurrd both 
the Crime and Punifhment of Man-flaughter, 
charging due Execution to be done upon fuch 
Perfons accordingly ; and wichal in a direful Man- 
her excommunicates them, and fends them to 
Hell (without Repentance) referying the Abfolu- 
tion folely to himfelf and his Succeflors Now 
comes a late Succeflor of his Gregory XIV. who 
finding the Sentence too unreafonadly hard for 
his petulent and thrifty Italians, and indeed, for all 
loofe Perfons of both Sexcs, mitigates the Matter, 
and in the firft Year of his Pontificate in a Cer-

A. This Queftion (whoever fent it) is of ex. 
ceeding great Utc and Neceflity, for certainly 
many thoufands of honeft and well-minded Chri. 


fe:ans are in this kind drawn into the Snares of 


Satan, unwarily and unwittingly: For the deter- 
mining of it, thefe two Grounds mutt be laid; 
firit, that there is a double Compact with Satan: 
one direct and open, wherein Magicians and 
Witches, upon woful Conditions and direful Ce- 
remcnies, enter into 2 mutual Covenant with evil 
Spirits: The other fecree and indirect, wherein 
nothing is feen or heard, or known to be agreed 
upon, only by aclofe Implication, that is fugge- 
{ted and yielded to be done, which is invifibly fe- 
conded by Diabolical Operation. The fecond 
Ground is, that whatfoever hath not a Caufe in 
Nature, according to God’s ordinary way, mutt 
be wrought either by good or evil Spirits: That 
it cannot be {uppofed that good Angels fhould be 
at the Command of ignorant or vicious Perfons 
of either Sex, to concur with them in fuperftitious 
Acts. done by means alcogether in chemfelves in- 
effectable and unwarrantable: And therefore chat 








the Devil hath an unfeen Hand in thefe Effeds, | 
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which he marvelloufly brings abour, for the win- 
ning of Credic with the World, and for the obli- 
ging and engaging of his own Clients: Of this 
kind there is too lamentably much Variety in com- 
mon Experience; take an hardful if you pleafe 
out of a full Sack, lee che firft be that authentick 
Charm of the Gofpel of St. “fobs allow’d in the 
Parts of the Romifh Correfpondence, wherein the 
firft Verfes of that divine Gofpel are fingled out, 
printed in a {mall Roundel, and fold to the: cre- 
dulous Ignorants, with this fond Warrant, that 
whofoever carries it about him fhall be free from 
the Dangers of the Day’s mifhaps: The Bible and 
Key, the Sieve and Sciffars for the Difcovery of a 
Thief, the notching of a Stick with the Number 
of the Warts which we would have removd, the 
rubbing of them with raw Flefh, to be. buried in 
a Dunghil, thar they may rot away therewith, 
or wafhing the Pare in Moon-fhine for that Pur- 
pofe: Words and Characters of no Signification, 
or ordinary Form, for the curing of Difeafes in 
Man or Beaft: Forms of Words and Figures for 
the ftanching of Blood, for the pulling out of 
Thorns, for cafing Pain, for remedying the biting 
of a mad Dog. Amulets made up of Reliques, 
with certain Letters and Croffes, to make him thae 
wears them invulnerable: Whiftling for a Wind 
wherewith to winnow, as it is done in fome ig- 
norant Parts of the Weft of Exgland: The Ufe of 
a holed Flint hang’d upon the Rack or Beds-head, 
for the Prevention of the Night-Mare in Man or 
Beaft: The judging by the Letters of the Names 
of the Men cr Women of their Fortunes, as they 
callthem; the feventh Son's laying on of Hands 
for the healing of Difeafes ; the putting of a Verfe 
out of the / /a/ms into the Veilcl, to keep che Wind 
from fowring ; the repeating of a Verfe out of 
Virgil, to preferve a Man from Drunkennefs all 
thae 
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that Day following; Images aftronomically fra- 
med under certain Conttellations, to preferve 
from feveral Inconveniences, as under the Sign 
Leo the Figure of a Lion made in Gold, againft 
melancholick Fancies, Droply, Plague and Fe. 
vers; at which Foliy we can but wonder, when 
all the World knows how little Proportion and 
Correfpondence there 1s betwixt thofe imaginary 
Signs in Heaven, and thefe real Creatures on 
Farth. | 

Aifo judiciary Aftrology, as it is commonly 
practifed, whether for the cafting off Nativities, 
Prediction of voluntary or civil Events, or the 
Difcovery of Things ftollen or loft ; for as the na- 
tural Aftrology, when it keeps its felf within its 
due Bounds, is lawful and commendable, altho’

doubtlefs there can be nothing of Nature, fince in 
ail natural Agences, there muft neceffarily be a 
Contraction either :eal or virtual, here in fuch an 
interval now can be: Neither can the Efficacy be 
afcribed to the Salve, fince fome others have un- 
dertaken and done the Cure, by a more homely 
and familiar Ointment; icis the ill beitow d Faith 
of che Agent that draws on the Succefs from che 
Hind of an invifible Phyfician. Calming of Tem- 
petits, and driving away Devils by ringing of Bells, 
baiowed for chat Purpote: Reascdy oi Wachee 
ries by heating of Irons, or applying of Croffes: 
indeed, we could cloy you with Infances of this 
Kind, 
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Kind, wherewith Satan beguiles the Simple upon 


thefe two mifl-grounded Principles ; firit, chac in 
all Experience‘ shey hove found fuch Effeas fol- 
lowing upon the Ufe and Practice of fuch Means, 
which indeed cannot be denyd: Charms and 


Spells commonly are no lefs unfailing in thei 
working, than the bett matural Remedies ; 
doubtlefs, the Devil is a moft skilful Artift, 
and can do Feats beyond all mortal Powers , 


but God’ blefs us from employing him ; Js it not 


becaule there 2s nt a God in Mrael, that ye go to enouire 
of Raal-zebut the Ged of Ekron. 2 Kings I. eS -Se- 
condly, there may be hidden Caufes in Nature 
for,.the producing of fuch Effeéts which they 
know not, neither can give any Reafon of their 
Operations, whereof yet we do commonly make 
uie, without any Scruple ; and why may not thefe 
be ranged under the fame ilead, which they have 
ufed wich no other but good meaning, without 
the leaft Intention of Reference to uny malignant 
Powers? In anfwer whereto, we muift tell you 
their beft Plea is Ignorance, which may abate the 
Sin, but not excufe ic: There are indeed, deep 
Secrets in Nature, whole Bottom we cannot sve 
into, as thofe Wonders of the Loaditone, a Piec 
outwardly contemptible, yer of fuch Force 4s ae 
proaches. near to a Miracle; and many other 
{trange Sympathies and Antipathies i in feveral Crea- 
tures: in which Rank may be fet the bleeding of 
the Dead at the Prefence of the Murthere ; eal 
fome Acts done for the Difcovery of Witcherafr, 
both in this and onr neighbouring Kiagdoms ; bue 
withal, tho’ there be Secrets in Nature, which we 
know not how fhe works, yet we know there are 
Works which are well known fhe cannot do: How 
far her Power can extend is not hard to determi: ne, 
and thofe Effects which are beyond tais (as in the 
foremention’ d Particulars) ‘we know ww! ther tO 


aferibe: Let it be therefore ths Care and Wildom 
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of Chriftians to look upon what Grounds they go; 
while they have God and Nature for their War. 
rant, they may walk fafely, buc where thefe leave 


them, the Way leads down to the Chambers of

A, Such who argue againft the Rotundity of 
the Earth, and to maintain the Argument, bring 
in high Mountains, and deep Dales and Vallies, 
which are no more in Comparifon of the whole 
Earth, than many Holes made in an Iron or Lea- 
den Bullet, which neverthelefs retains its {pheri- 
cal Shape. Ariffotle affirms that the Earth of its 
own Nature is round ; but however, its {pherical 
Convexity is plainly prov’d by the Star call’d Cz- 
nopus, Which appears not at Rhodes, or at leaft 
from high Places; but in going Southward from 
Italy into Egypt, at Alexandria the fame Star will 
manifeft it felf to the Sight, the fourth Part of a 
Sign above the Horizon: likewife to prove theGlo- 
bofity or Roundnefs of theEarth,we fee plainly that 
Eclipfes of the Moon appear fooner to the Weftern 
People, but later to the Eaftern ; asin Arbela, a 
Town in Affyria, where Alexander overcame Darius 
the laft King of the Perfians, an Eclipfe was ob- 
ferv’'d at the sth Hour of the Night, which was 
feen in Carthage at the 2d, as you may read in 
Prolomy’s Geography, /id. 1.cap. 4. In like manner 
an Eclipfe of the Sun was obferv’d in Campania be- 
twixt 8 and 9, was feen in Armenia betwixt 30 and 
a 11 of the Clock; whence we may certainly 
conclude, that the Difference of Appearance a 
rom 
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from the Roundefs of the-Earth, interpofing be- 
cwixt any of thefe two Places. 

Q. Whether upon the Appearance of Evil Spirits we 
may bold Difcourfe with them; and how we may de- 
mean our Selves concerning them ¢ 

A, That there are Evil Spirits, is no lefs certain 
than that there are Men: None but a Sadduce or 
an Arheit, can make queftion of it. That Evil 
Spirits have given certain Proofs of their Prefence 
with Men, both in vifible Apparitions, arid in the 
Poffeflions of Places and Bodies, is no lefs mani- 
feft, then that we have Souls, whereby they are 
difcerned. Their Appearances are not wont to 
be without grievous Inconveniencies ; whether in 
refpea& of our Dreadfulnefs, or their dangerous 
Infinuations. It is the great Mercy of the God 
of Spirits, chat he hath bound up the Evil Angels 
in the Chains of Darknefs, reftraining them from 
thofe frequent, and horrible Appearances which 
they would otherwife make to the Terror and 
Confternation of his weak Creatures. Whenfo- 
ever it pleafes the Almighty, for his own Holy 
Purpofes, fo far to loofen, or lengthen the Chains 
of wicked Spirits, as to fuffer them to exhibie 
themfelves in fome aflumed Shapes unto Men, ic 
can but mainly import us to know what our De- 
portment fhould be concerning them. Doubtlefs 
to hold any fair Terms of Commerce or Peace, 
(much more of Unity and Familiarity) wich them, 
were no better than to profefs our felves Enemies 
to God; for fuch an irreconcileable Hoftility 
there is betwixt the Holy God and thefe malig- 
nant Spirits, that there can be no Place for a 
Neutrality in our Relation inthem: So as he is 
an abfolute Enemy to the one, that bids not open 
Defiance to the other. As therefore we are wont 
by our Silence to fignify our Heart-burning againtt

728 : Se ) is 
our all-fufficient Inftrucion, who, when the Mef- 
fenger of Satan was fent to buffet hi: m> ‘fe ell pre- 
fently to his Prayers ; and inilantly bel ahe God 
thrice, thac it might depart from bim._ Thus we 
pereeive that he that could demand Evil Spirics 
out of theBodilyPoflefiton of others,when tr comes 
to his own Turn.to be buffered them, be- 
takes himfelf to his Prayers to that God, whofe 
Grace was fufficieut,for him, To 
fill have Recourfe ; for # we chus' reli be Devil, 
be wil fee, Jam, i iv. 7, ‘In the primitive: Times, 
thofe that could command, needed not to. file : : 
And therefore fafling and Prayers was an higher 
(as a more laborio us) Work (v0 this purp: oft) in 
the Difciples, than their — Courie - E- 
ection ; bur for us, we that have no Power 
mutt pray ; Pray, not to thole iil Gueits ha he 
would depart, not (like the Papits) co the bletfed 
Virgin, or cur Angel keeper, thac they would 
enard us from them, bur co che Great God of 
Heaven, who commands them to their Chains: 
This is a fure and everlaitine Remedy, and this

The 
Latins call it mare rubrum; but Quintus Curtias calls 
it the Erythrean Sea, from one Erythrus, (the Son 
of Perfeas and Andromeda) a King who fometimes 
dwele in the Ifland of that Sea ; and whofe Name 
fiznifies Red or Purple :: His Words are thefe, Ru- 
bruna mare non a colore undarum, ut multi crederent, fed 
ab Erythro rege appellari, lib 10. All thefe Names 
are ufed at this Day ; but now to the Queftion pro- 
pos'd. As God hath in Times paft often fent Mef- 
fages by good Angels, for the teaching, counfel- 
ling, and comforting of his Servants, both audibly 
and vifibly to be perceiv’d; fo fometimes God 
might (as Web/ter {ays in his difpiaying of fuppos'd 
Vitchcrafe, chap. 16.) fend Evil Spirits vifibly to 
appear, to terrify, punifh, and deflroy the wicked, 
or to make Way for the Manifeftazion of his Glo- 
ry. And the Scriptures that mention Demoniacks, 
and {uch as are commonly faid to be poffeffed, do 
plainly fhew, that the Operative Effeats of the 
Devil’s Power were both heard and feen by their 
Words and Aétions. So the Devils be/ought Chrift 
that le would not command them to go out into the Deep, 
but ax Herd of many Sovine feeding on the Mountain, 
they befought kim that he would (uffer them to enter into 
toem. Luk. vill. 31. 32. which again plainly fhews 
that their Words were audible, and were heard of 
the 
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the Multitude that were by, and the Acts tha 
they performed were vifible enough ; for then went 
the Dewils out of the Man, and enter’d into the Swine : 
and the Herd ran violently down a fteep Place into the 
Lake, and were choaked. Luk. vii. 33. Thus this 
may induce us rationably by the Teftimony of our 
Senfes, to believe that thofe Things are broughe 
to pals by thofe Creatures which we call Demons, 
as many of thofe Perfons, who were faid to have 
been or to be affli&ed with Devils, were in the 
Days of our Bleffed Saviour’s remaining in the 
Flefh. If then in the Ages and Times mention‘d 
in the O/d and New Teftament, nay, it may be for 


a Century or more after, there were Perfons both 


heard and faw Good and Evil Spirits, Miracles 
(we may fay) are not yet fo much ceas’d, but that 
there are fome {trange Things that have happen’d 
in late Ages, and fome in our own Time, that 
cannot be any way folved by meer ordinary na- 
tural Caufes ; and Apparitions made by fome kind 
of Creatures that muft be derived from fome fuch 
Caufes as thofe of :good or bad Spirits, or from 
Creatures of the like Nature. So now if bad Spi- 
rits appear, how mutt they be chas'd away ? ’Tis 
faid, they are by Charms hurried away to the Red- 
Sea, becaufe Travellers who have been there re- 
port, that in the Night they have heard a moft a- 
ftonifhing and terrifying Noife of fhrieking and 
howling, which they fuppofe to be the bitter La- 
mentations of Spirits laid under thofe folitary 
Waves, from many Parts of the World, to prevent 
their difturbing the Quick: But the Fancy is as 
ridiculous as to fuppofe this Noife (if there be a- 
ny) is the Outcry of the Ghofts of char vaft Hoft 
which was drown d here with Pharaoh, in his Pur-
